Anaemia Kills More Baby Pigs Than 


Die From All Other Diseases 
This is the last of a series of SIX 
articles by J. Il.

In some districts more baby pigs 
die from anaemia than all other dis- 
eases put together. Iron is neces- 
sary for the building up of the blood 
Sow’s milk is low in iron content, 
consequently young pigs frequently 
suffer from lack of blood, or anaemia, 
Pigs which recover from this dis- 
ease are weak for some time after 
and are thereby rendered much more 
susceptible to other diseases, 

Symptoms: Sucking pigs which 
are closely confined and not allowed 
access to soil will do well until they 
are from two to six weeks old, then 
they lose their normal healthy colour, 
becoming pale, 
noticeable about the ears which are 
a chalky white in appearance. Mod-| 
erate exercise causes them to become 
breathless, otherwise they may look 
quite normal and appear fat and 
chubby. If treatment is not adopted) 
at this stage pigs will gradually lose| 
weight and die. 

Treatment: Treatment should be 
started early to be effective. A solu- 
tion containing the following ingred 
Iron ammon- 
ium citrate—% ounce, sugar—‘ ID., 
water—to make one pint. Give each 
pig in litter half a teaspoonful daily 


for a few days, then follow’ the 
method suggested below. An _ eye- 
drop can be used for dosing baby 
pigs. 

Prevention; Starting when pigs 


are one week old, a pinch of reduced 
iron, half as much as can be held 
on an old five*cent piece, should be 
placed well back in the mouth of each 
pig every week or ten days. This will 
usually carry pigs through to wean 
ing age. Another method is to place 
a piece of turf in the pen daily so 
that pigs can get iron by eating the 
earth and grass roots. Sprinkling the 
sod with a solution of iron sulphate 
makes it better for this purpose. As 
soon as pigs are weaned and eating 
solid foods the danger of anaemia is 
past.

feeds, therefore the irritation caused 
by these parasites is almost con- 
tinuous. In an attempt to relieve 
the intense itching infested animals 
scratch themselves and rub against 
any convenient object. Frequent rub- 
bing destroys the hair and often 
causes wounds in the skin. Hogs in 
fested with large numbers of lice 


suffer from a lowering of the vitality 
and general unthriftiness 


The presence of lice is easily de- 
tected as this is the largest louse 
commonly found infesting animals. 


The adult female is almost a quarter 
of an inch in length, the male 
slightly smaller. They are of a gray- 
ish colour and are readily seen. The 
entire life cycle is spent on the host 


The females deposit their eggs on 
the bristles close to the skin Eggs 


hatch in from twelve to twenty days 
and young lice reach maturity and 
lay eggs in about twelve days. Lice, 
when separated from the animal, live 
only two or three days. They 
readily from one animal to another 
when hogs come in close contact 

Practically all ¢ of infection 
occur from contact with lousy ani 
mals and not from infected premises. 
As a precautionary measure, however, 
it is always well to cleanse and dis- 
infect any premises which have been 
occupied by lousy hogs. The coal 
tar creosote dips, diluted according to 
instructions on the container, are 
suitable for this purpose 

Treatment: The two most effective 
remedies for controlling lice are 
Crude Petroleum used in dipping 
vats, or kerosene oil emulsion applied 
by hand. Used crank oil is 
good substitute for cpyude petroleum 
and can be thinned down by the addi-

CANADA FACES A WOOD-FUEL FAMINE 
NEXT WINTER 


Ne YOU one of the Canadian householders who burned fences, doors, 
and even flooring to keep warm in this winter’s sub-zero weather ? 


Or perhaps you are one of the lucky ones who just managed to scrape 
through? 

In either case, you will want to be prepared for next winter when greater 
hardships loom unless you take immediate action. 

The shortage already has affected many communities . . . total stocks of 
dry wood are nearly exhausted . . . in some places the small supply of green 
wood cut for next winter is being used now to meet the present emergency. 

Throughout most of Canada, fuel-wood is obtained not far from where it is 
consumed. Its production and distribution are the business of local citizens. 

The Dominion Government recognizes that the wood-fue] shortage is 
so serious that even with the full co-operation of everyone in affected com- 
munities an adequate supply is not assured. Accordingly, it has been decided 
to stimulate the output of wood-fuel by assisting those normally engaged * 
in its production and distribution. To this end, the following measures 
will be adopted: 


Ba subsidy of $1.00 per cord will be paid to dealers on all 
commercial fuel-wood contracted for and cut on or before 
June 30, 1943, and held co dealers’ account on that date. 


2 The Coal Controller has been authorized to arrange in his 
discretion for the payment of such portion of the transportation 
costs as he considers proper in respect of fuel-wood, particul- 
arly in cases where dealers, to procure supplies, find it necessary 
to contract for fuel-wood at locations outside the area from 
which they normally derive their supplies. In order to obtain 
any such reimbursement, dealers must obtain a permit from 
the Coal Controller before contracting for such supplies. 


-~. . 
The Coal Controller will repurchase from dealers at dealer's 


cost all commercial grades of fuel-wood on which a subsidy 
of $1 per cord has been paid and which are still in dealers’ 
hands as at May 31, 1944. 


4 Assistance will be given in providing priorities for necessary 
equipment. 


§ Farmers now on the farm, and who leave the farm temporarily 
in response to this appeal to engage in fuel-wood cutting, will 
be deemed by National Selective Service to be carrying out 
their regular occupation as farmers and will be given all the 
rights of deferment of military service which such an occupa- 
tion now carries. Such temporary absence should not, however, 

interfere with agricultural production. 


Municipal councils, formers, fuel dealers, individual citizens, service clubs, 
and all other groups in communities where wood-fuel is burned, are urged 
to begin at once a rapid survey of their local situation, and to take imme- 
diate action to relieve the shortage.
